Claims 1, 3-8, 13-15, 17, 18, 20, 22-32 are pending in the application. 



Election/Restriction s 



Restriction is required under 35 U S C 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1, 3-6, 13 and 23-28, drawn to a polynucleotide encoding a mouse mutant 
parkin2 protein, a vector comprising said polynucleotide, a host cell comprising the 
polynucleotide and a cell line transformed with said polynucleotide. 
Group II, claim(s) 7, drawn to a parkin mouse protein. 

Group III, claims 8, 14, 15, 22 and 29, drawn to a transgenic non-human animal comprising a 
polynucleotide encoding a mutated mouse parkin2. 

Group IV, claims 17, 18 and 30, drawn to a method for testing the efficacy of a treatment for a 
neurodegenerative disease by using a transgenic non-human animal comprising polynucleotide 
encoding mutated parkin2. 

Group V, claims 20 and 32, drawn to a method for testing an agent useful for treating 
Parkinson's disease by using a transgenic non-human animal comprising polynucleotide 
encoding mutated parkin2. 

Group VI, claim 31, drawn to a method for testing whether an substance is useful for treating 
Parkinson's disease by using a cell line comprising polynucleotide encoding mutated parkin2. 
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Under PCT Rule 13.2, the unity of invention exists only when the shared same or 
corresponding technical feature is a contribution over the prior art. The inventions listed as 
Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept because they lack the same or 
corresponding technical feature. The "special technical feature" of Group I is a polynucleotide 
encoding mutated parkin protein which is shown by WO 00/3 1253 (listed on PT01449) to lack 
novelty or inventive step, and does not make a contribution over prior art. 

Applicant is advised that reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed. If 
Applicant elects the inventions of Group I or II, Applicant is required to further elect one 
sequence. The nucleotide sequences and polypeptide sequences of groups I and II are 
independent and distinct inventions, and they do not share a special technical feature. Nucleotide 
sequences encoding different proteins are structurally distinct chemical compounds. Amino acid 
sequences of different polypeptides are also structurally distinct chemical compounds. 
Accordingly, only one (1) independent and distinct nucleotide/polypeptide sequence will be 
examined in a single application. For example, if group I is elected, applicant must select one 
sequence from among SEQ ID numbers recited in claim 3.
